BIRTH  AND  DEATH  RATES 

The  following  figures  may  be  compared  with  those  for  the 
country  as  a  whole  by  reference  to  Table  I. 

The  live-birth  rate  of  17.64  shows  a  slight  increase  as  compared 
with  the  rate  for  1944  of  17.37,  while  the  crude  death  rate  of  15.60 
also  shows  an  increase  against  last  year’s  figure  of  14.65. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY 

There  were  17  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  giving 
an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  46.70  as  against  47.48  in  1944.

The  unsatisfactory  milk  sample  was  found  to  contain  11.7%  of 
extraneous  water.  The  seller  was  prosecuted  and  fined. 


WATER  SUPPLIES 

During  the  year,  3  chemical  and  5  bacteriological  water  samples 
were  taken  and  the  results  returned  were  considered  satisfactory. 

Information  supplied  by  the  Waterworks  Engineer  shows  that 
41  samples  were  taken,  36  at  the  filters  and  5  tap  samples.  All  were 
found  satisfactory  bacteriologically. 

With  regard  to  plumbo-solvency,  38  tap  samples  were  taken 
during  the  year  all  with  negative  results.  Calcium  Carbonate  is 
added  before  filtration. 

In  addition  to  the  main  water  supply  of  the  Borough  there  is, 
in  the  Millbrook  district,  a  small  supply  serving  185  houses  derived 
from  a  small  reservoir  fed  by  a  series  of  springs  on  the  adjacent 
hillside.  This  water  is  chlorinated  and  during  the  year  three 
bacteriological  samples  and  two  chemical  samples  were  taken  the 
results  being  satisfactory  in  each  case. 

The  population  supplied  is  approximately  24,670.  In  all  cases 
water  is  supplied  direct  to  the  houses  ;  there  are  no  stand  pipes. 
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57  farms  and  cottages  on  the  higher  ground  of  the  outlying 
parts  of  the  Borough  are  supplied  by  spring  water. 

During  the  year  no  action  was  taken  under  the  Public  Health 
Act  in  respect  of  any  form  of  contamination. 

INSULIN

The  work  done  during  the  year  increased  slightly  as  compared 
with  the  previous  year. 

Mr.  W.  Sayle  Creer  the  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  reports  as 
follows  : — 

“  There  are  two  ways  of  looking  at  the  deformities  seen  in  the 
children  during  1945.  moments  of  fatigue  some  would  say, 
“  Is  there  no  end  to  these  fallen  arches  and  knock  knees  ?  ”  Others 
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would  remark,  “  It  is  obvious  that  the  children  still  need  our  care 
and  attention.”  It  is  in  the  latter  spirit  that  we  have  continued  to 
see  them  each  month,  and  have  “  bullied  ”  the  parents  into  looking 
after  their  children’s  shoes,  have  ordered  sunlight  treatment  when 
necessary  or  have  asked  Miss  Hodson  to  give  massage  and  exercises. 
The  length  of  time  required  to  allow  a  body  to  correct  deformities 
is  big.  The  parents  become  discouraged.  But  a  close  check  of  the 
children  reveals  a  sure  improvement  month  by  month.” 

OPHTHALMIC  CLINIC

ANTE-NATAL 
Work  of  the  Year 

The  growth  of  the  service  is  disappointingly  slow.  In  spite  of 
the  facilities  offered,  very  few  patients  avail  themselves  of  the 
opportunity  of  treatment.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  the  future  there 
is  greater  co-operation  between  the  ante-natal  clinics,  including 
hospital  clinics,  and  the  dental  service.

The  year  saw  a  decided  drop  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever. 

Reference  to  the  Diphtheria  Immunisation  statistics  presented 
later  are  convincing  in  their  testimony  that  any  drop  in  the 
Diphtheria  incidence  rate  cannot  be  attributed  to  any  artificial  state 
of  immunity  existing  in  the  child  population. 

DISINFECTION 

During  the  year  162  beds,  178  pillows  and  bolsters,  376  blankets 
and  1 14  other  articles  have  been  dealt  with  at  the  Disinfecting  Station. 
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SPECIFIC  INFECTIONS 


DIPHTHERIA 

12  notifications  were  received  during  the  year  and  of  these  5 
were  confirmed.  One  death  occurred  in  a  boy  aged  12  years.  This 
case  had  not  been  immunised. 

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION 

During  the  year  42  school,  and  156  pre-school,  children  were 
completely  immunised  as  compared  with  28  school,  and  192  pre¬ 
school,  children  in  1944.  It  is  disappointing  to  note  the  decline  in 
these  figures  in  view  of  the  widespread  publicity  given  by  the 
Government  to  immunisation.

SCARLET  FEVER 

12  cases  were  notified  and  of  these  5  were  removed  to  hospital. 
PNEUMONIA 

9  notifications  were  received  while  12  deaths  were  certified  as 
being  due  to  this  cause.  The  notification  of  this  disease  under 
ordinary  circumstances  seems  to  serve  no  useful  purpose. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

Some  24  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  as  compared  with 
28  in  the  previous  year.  The  cases  numbered  18  pulmonary  and 
6  non-pulmonary. 

The  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  during  the  year 
totalled  6  as  against  8  in  the  previous  year  while  Non-pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  accounted  for  2  as  against  4  in  1944.

HOUSING 

During  the  year,  the  number  of  slum  clearance  families  re-housed 
was  2,  and  the  number  of  houses  represented  was  4. 

While  no  great  progress  was  possible  in  slum  clearance  and 
over-crowding  abatement  during  the  year  indications  exist  that  a 
more  satisfactory  state  of  affairs  might  be  visualised  in  the  not  too 
distant  future.  Apart  from  what  might  be  termed  the  normal 
re-housing  of  the  population  the  problem  of  slum  clearance  is 
becoming  increasingly  clamant  in  its  demand  for  attention.  Satis¬ 
factory  repairs  to  existing  property  became  increasingly  difficult  to 
secure  with  the  inevitable  result  that  a  steady  deterioration  in  the 
worst  types  manifested  itself.  Overcrowding  does  tend  to  improve 
annually  (although  this  should  not,  of  course,  be  taken  as  an  excuse 
for  in-action  in  this  regard).  The  history  of  slum  property  is,  how¬ 
ever,  one  of  steady  aggravation  and  the  people  living  under  slum 
conditions  such  as  exist  in  many  homes  to-day  are  entitled  to  evidence 
that  their  plight  is,  in  fact,  being  regarded  with  the  utmost  seriousness. 
Here  the  Housing  Committee  were,  in  1943,  supplied  with  a  com¬ 
prehensive  report  on  the  slum  clearance  position  and  will  certainly 
do  their  utmost  at  the  earliest  opportunity  to  improve  matters. 

Housing  in  Stalybridge  is  a  matter  of  major  moment  and  from 
a  slum  clearance  point  of  view  provides  extensive  (although  one 
would  not  say  unlimited)  scope  for  action,  I  personally  feel 
that  certain  areas  might  be,  at  any  rate  considered  initially  on 
re-development  lines  but  many  houses  in  the  town  are  unfortunately 
well  beyond  this  remedy.

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 

There  is  one  registered  common  lodging  house  and  two  houses- 
let-in-lodgings.

There  was  no  important  extension  of  the  sewerage  system. 

19  drains  and  47  W.C.’s  have  been  opened  by  the  Department 
employees. 

DISINFESTATION 

Sulphur  and  insecticide  are  used  for  disinfestation  and  the 
number  of  premises  treated  by  this  method  during  the  twelve  months 
was  II. 

Hydrogen  cyanide  is  used  in  the  case  of  furniture  removals,  two 
van  loads  being  dealt  with  during  1945. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

One  set  of  premises  is  used  for  the  trade  of  tripe  boiling,  two  for 
marine  stores,  and  one  for  rag  and  bone  dealer.  These  premises  are 
periodically  visited  and  are  kept  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 
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SMOKE  OBSERVATIONS

RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION  ACT,  1919 

This  Department  continued  the  w^ork  of  rodent  control  through¬ 
out  1945  and  during  this  period  40  reports  of  infestation  were  received 
and  38  were  found  to  require  treatment — the  Rodent  Operative  paid 
a  total  of  I3I49  visits  and  re-visits  to  the  premises  concerned. 

7  new  contracts  were  signed  and  ii  out  of  16  signed  last  year 
were  renewed. 

Sausage  Rusk  and  bread  mash  were  used  as  baits  and  the 
poisons  used  were  Zinc  Phosphide  and  Barium  Carbonate. 

SALVAGE 

During  the  period  i6th — 30th  June  the  Stalybridge  ‘‘  Victory  ” 
Book  and  Paper  Drive  was  held.  The  school  children  of  the  Borough 
again  co-operated  wholeheartedly  and  were  responsible  for  the 
collection  of  49,597  books  out  of  a  total  of  57,392.
